95 per cent, of all crime depredations 
are due to this source and I there- 
fore urge you to remember your oath 
and that you see to it that your duty 
relative to the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicants is fully discharged. 
Prohibition laws must be enforced, it 
matters not who violators may be."

3,000 Growers are 
Added to Burley Pool 

Three thousand members, It was 
estimated at the offices of the Bur- 
ley Tobacco Growers' Co-operative 
Association Saturday night, had been 
enrolled in the association as a re- 
sult of meetings held In the slty-nlne 
counties of Kentucky, Ohio and In- 
diana, which are represented in the 
organisation, In connection with the 
payment to members in those coun- 
ties of an amount of money approxi- 
mating $10,000,000, the second pay- 
ment to be made to members of the 
organisation, the first having been 
of an equal amount. 

Reports from many counties show- 
ed large numbers of growers, who 
remained out of the association last 
fall, had Joined the first day of the 
drive for new members, which began 
with the delivery of the checks to 
members. Thousands of non-mem- 
bers attended these meetings by In- 
vitation of the association workers, 
and It is figured that between 8,000,- 
000 and 12.000,000 pounds more to- 
bacco was added to the amount that 
will be marketed co-operatively by 
the association this winter.

President, returning to my friend the 
senior Senator from Massachusetts 
(Mr. Lodge), 1 call attention to the 
fact that he stated that the tariff of 
1828, which was enacted some time 
before Dickens' American Notes 
were written and previous to his ref- 
erence to pauperism, was called the 
"tariff of abominations." In his cor- 
rection of my mistakes as to the date 
of the Walker tariff the Senator from 
Massachusetts fell into two errors 
of his own. What Dickens said a- 
bout there being no pauperism 
in New England does not occur in 
his American Notes, but In a private 
letter to John Foster, and the "tariff 
of abomination" was not in existence 
when Mr. Dickens in January, 1842, 

visited Boston. It was after 

that time that the tariff of the Whig 
Party was passed in 1844; of course 
not in January, but after Mr. Dickens 
wrote his letter. The "tariff of abom 
Inations" was passed in 1828, Mr. 
President. The compromise tariff of 
1833 was in existence for nine years, 
carrying It beyond the time when Mr 
Dickens landed in New England.

Building contractors 
are finding an 

an Incessant demand for their 
Hulldlng materials are tending to

There Is a good demand for all 
dressed poultry, which should keep 
the market on a firm basis for some 
i time. 

Production of butterfat Is now In- 
creasing rapidly, and as a result 
there has been a freer movement of 
creamery butter tl the large markets, 
causing prices to re-act to a lower 
basis. The production should show 
a further Increase weekly for some 
time, and this should have a tenden- 
cy to cause somewhat lower price 
levels. 

The warm weather in egg produc 
Ing sections In the past few days 
has caused a better demand for more 
eggs from northerly sections and less 
Inquiry for the eggs from the south- 
ern states. It Is estimated the re- 
serve stocks In storage at present 
are somewhat heavier than a year 
ago, and with the general quality now 
showing the effects of warmer wea- 
ther, the tendency of the market may 
be lower. 

It Is Important that producers gath- 
er eggs dally, keep them In a cool 
place, and market them frequently.

Three new circulars for Kentucky 
farm boys and girls have just come 
off the press at the College of Agri- 
culture to be distributed to interest- 
ed youngsters as aids for the Junior 
agricultural club projects which they 
are conducting. One outlines the 
dairy heifer calf project and the 
dairy cow and calf project, another 
takes up the beef breeding project In 
detail, while a third deals with the 
butter making project. Work along 
each of these lines has proved popu- 
lar with farm boys and girls in the 
state, club workers at the college de- 
clare.
